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CONSERVATIVE METHODS

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PERMANENT 

5r()NEK0TE'' ("olot'cd Cemont Stucco 
makes a solid rock wall of flint and 
plastic cement, impervious to water, in- 
destructible by fire or the elements— adheres 
strongly to brick, tile, wood or metal lath, or 
solid concrete. The chng of ''STONEKOTE'' 
is so strong that it cannot be separated from 
the base to which it is applied without bring- 
ing the base with it. ''STONEKOTE'' resists 
a crushing test of 5,000 ]>ounds per square 
inch and a pulling strain of more than 500 
pounds per square inch. ''STONEKOTE'' is 
several times stronger than the best concrete. 
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PLASTIC 

' OTONEKOTE'' has a plastic and crystal- 
O line silica base. STONEKOTE'' plsistic 
cement differs from ordinary Portland 
cement in being ^'long" and easily spread, 
instead of being ^^shorf' and crumbly. 

No lime, nor gypsum are used with 
"STONEKOTEJ' These materials are soft, 
cannot be waterproofed and destructive of 
colors. 

Magnesites and Chlorides are never used 
because they are constantly active and per- 
manency cannot be obtained with them. 
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WATERPROOF

of moisture as in rusting metals and 
rotting wood. Most diseases are fostered by 
mildewing dampness in the walls of our dwell- 
ings. To preserve our health as well as our 
buildings, we must have dry walls.

WET ROUGH CAST gives the rugged 
finish of ashlar stone, or uncut stone 
surfaces with light and shadow effects. 
Can be fine, medium or coarse grained. 

FLOAT FINISHES are similar to cut sand 
stone and Bedford stone surfaces in white, 
gray and brown, they finish up like granite 
and marble in cream, buff and pink colors 
with spar or marble aggregate. 

The FLOAT FINISH, while soft, can be 
tooled, sponged, stippled or trowuled. 

DRY ROUGH CASTS used with 
''STONEKOTE'' colored butter as back- 
ground, produces the effects of granite, marble, 
or feld-spar, and an infinite variety of effects 
are secured by use of different colored butter 
background and various combinations of 
aggregates.
